Write it out 


It’s important to write a draft of your postcard first on 

a plain piece of paper. This is to make sure it all fits in 

the space! O | used capital letters at the 
beginning of each sentence. 


O | wrote using my best 
handwriting and used spaces. 


1. Ask for the address of the person you are sending 
the postcard to. 


2. Practice writing the address and your message 
ona plain piece of paper first. 

3. Read it all over. Ask: Is this what I want to say? 
Does it look like it will fit on the postcard? 


4. Now, fillin the postcard template below. 
Remember: think about the size of your writing 
and the space of the postcard. 

5. Next, use the checklist here to check your work. O |I did my very best! 


6. Finally, it’s time to write your postcard and send!
